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preface 


The  articles  in  this  issue  of  the  Illinois  Libraries  —  the  one  on  militiamen  in  1790  and  the 
one  on  squatters  in  1807  and  1813  —  have  a  common  purpose  in  addition  to  and  quite 
different  from  the  obvious  one  of  introducing  more  than  a  thousand  new  names  to  the  residency 
lists  of  territorial  Illinois.  These  reports  bridge  the  gap  between  the  French  and  Indian 
period  of  Illinois  and  the  modern  state  it  is  today.  Based  on  manuscripts,  some  only  recently 
discovered,  they  provide  for  the  first  time  details  of  the  initial  step  from  the  century-old 
French  settlements  in  narrow  confines  of  the  American  Bottom  to  the  state's  vast  prairie  lands 
—  a  step  made  possible  in  1803  by  the  first  of  many  treaties  designed  to  extinguish  all 

Indian  claims  to  Illinois. 

In  covering  the  impact  of  the  Revolutionary  War  on  the  old  frontier  settlements  of  Illinois, 
the  articles  expose  the  state's  roots,  planted  by  the  French  along  the  Mississippi  nearly 
300  years  ago,  and  the  important  role  played  by  the  Indian  in  the  formation  of  the  state.

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illinois  militiamen 


—  august  1,  1790 


Over  650  Illinois  frontiersmen  were  serving  in  the 
militia  on  August  1 , 1 790,  according  to  a  recent  review  of 
company  rosters,  militia  lists  confirmed  by  the  territorial 
governors,  and  reports  by  government  land  commis- 
sioners at  Kaskaskia.  This  figure  is  considerably  in 
excess  of  any  previously  recognized  and  differs  widely 
from  totals  reflected  in  any  one  of  the  three  major 
sources  studied.  The  commissioner's  reports,  for  ex- 
ample, as  published  in  the  American  State  Papers,^ 
contain  the  most  names  —  almost  500.  Although  used 
extensively  by  historians  and  genealogists  today  for 
identifying  militiamen  of  the  period,  these  papers  are, 
nevertheless,  now  found  to  be  incomplete.  Over  100 
militiamen  listed  in  other  primary  sources  are  unac- 
counted for. 

This  report,  like  those  developed  between  1 795  and 
1813,  attempts  to  name  those  Illinois  inhabitants  who 
were  enrolled  in  the  militia  on  a  specific  day  in  history  — 
August  1,  1790.  Manuscripts,  original  or  certified  copies 
thereof,  preserved  in  the  Illinois  State  Archives  and  the 
Chicago  Historical  Society  files  are  reviewed  and  com- 
pared. Variations  between  them  are  noted.  Laws  regu- 
lating the  territorial  militia  are  cited,  and  the  roles  played 
by  the  divergent  forces  in  the  state's  frontier  society  are 
considered  in  an  effort  to  explain  the  differences.  Cer- 
tain conclusions  are  drawn  and  the  impact  of  the  revised 
totals  on  the  various  elements  of  early  Illinois  history 
approached.  And  finally,  a  new  and  complete  directory 
of  all  Illinois  residents  serving  in  the  militia  on  August  1, 
1790,  as  generated  by  this  review,  is  attached. 

The  First  Regiment  of  Militia  was  organized  at 
Cahokia  by  Governor  St.  Clair  on  April  29,  1790,  for  "the 
defence  and  protection"  of  the  old  French  settlements 
along  the  Mississippi  River.2  Four  companies  were 
formed  at  Cahokia,  two  at  Kaskaskia  and  one  at  Prairie 
du  Rocher  by  descendents  of  the  early  French  colonists 
and  the  newly  arrived  Americans.  The  militia,  however, 
was  not  activated. 3 

Inhabitants  of  these  historic  Illinois  villages  had  long 
become  accustomed  to  the  presence  of  troops  in  their 
midst.  All  prior  claimants  to  the  Illinois  Country  had, 
during  their  years  of  occupation,  maintained  soldiers, 
regular  or  mobilized  militia,  in  the  American  Bottom. 
Inaugurated  by  France  in  1718,"  the  practice  was  con- 
tinued by  England  in  1765  and  subsequently  adopted  by 
the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  following  George  Rogers 
Clark's  capture  of  Rocheblave  in  1778.  Only  the  United 
States,  despite  the  continuing  threat  of  attack  by  hostile 
natives,  the  growing  pressures  from  Spanish  Illinois  and 
the  chaotic  internal  situation  inherited  from  the  Virginian 
administration,  failed,  upon  assuming  control,  to  assign 


an  active  military  force  to  protect  its  highly  vulnerable 
western  frontier. 

Due,  perhaps,  more  to  the  prolonged  absence  of 
Governor  St.  Clair  than  to  the  ineffective  channels  of 
communication,  laws  regulating  the  militia^  in  Illinois 
were  less  than  scrupulously  adhered  to.  The  militia 
existed  in  little  more  than  name  only.  Two  years  after  its 
organization,  the  clerk  of  court  at  Kaskaskia,  in  a  letter  to 
St.  Clair,  reported: 

Our  militia  in  this  country  is  in  a  wretched  state,  and 
no  officer  at  the  head  of  it  has  any  desire,  it  would 
appear,  to  put  it  on  a  better  footing.  The  men  will  not 
perform  their  duty  unless  there  were  a  few  soldiers 
in  the  country  to  enforce  obedience.  Colonel  Tar- 
diveau  is  gone  to  Orleans,  and  many  other  officers 
are  wanting.  There  has  not  been  a  review  these 
eighteen  months  past,  so  that  it  would  appear  we 
have  no  organized  government  whatever.^ 
Attention  focused  on  individuals  serving  in  the  mili- 
tia at  Cahokia,  Kaskaskia,  and  Prairie  du  Rocher  when 
Congress,  on  March  3,  1791,  authorized  a  grant  of  100 
acres  of  land  to  each  member  enrolled  on  August  1, 
1790.^ 

Awarding  these  grants  —  on  the  surface  a  rather 
simple  task  of  furnishing  company  rosters  to  the  gover- 
nor for  confirmation  —  took  22  years  plus  several  ad- 
ministration and  policy  changes  to  accomplish.  All  at- 
tempts to  resolve  militia  and  the  other  type  grants 
awarded  French  and  American  inhabitants  of  Illinois  in 
1783  became  mired,  first  in  the  rather  questionable 
unconcern  of  St.  Clair  himself,  then  in  the  bitter  partisan 
strife  that  erupted  under  Harrison,  his  successor,  and 
which  continued  to  plague  the  efforts  of  federal  land 
commissioners,^  appointed  in  1804  to  expedite  the  gov- 
ernment's lagging  land  grant  program.^ 

While  an  explanation  for  the  differences  between 
sources  and  the  manuscripts  comprising  these  sources 
often  lies  in  the  adverse  conditions  under  which  they 
were  developed,  more  specific  reasons  can  be  attrib- 
uted to  the  fact  that: 

1 .  The  purpose  and  intent  of  the  lists  differed. 

2.  The  application  and  interpretation  of  the  March 
3,  1 791 ,  Act  of  Congress  varied. 

Company  rosters  report  militia  enrollments;  lists 
prepared  by  governors  and  commissioners  record  only 
those  militiamen  eligible  for  the  100  acre  grant.  Dif- 
ferences between  these  sources  exist,  therefore,  by 
design,  and  by  design  company  rosters  were  meant  to 
carry  the  most  names.  But  the  reverse  is  true.  More 
militiamen  appear  on  the  commissioners'  lists  than  on 
company  rolls.  Militia  officers  either  failed  to  enroll  "all 
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male  inhabitants  between  the  age  of  sixteen  and  fifty, " 
as  directed  by  territorial  law,  or  neglected  to  maintain 
adequate,  if  any,  returns.  Both  conditions  are  highly 
probable  in  view  of  the  "wretched  state"  of  the  militia 
and  the  comment  by  Jones,  a  commissioner,  that  com- 
pany rosters  were  "very  imperfect  and  partial. "^o 

According  to  Chicago  Historical  Society  manu- 
scripts, the  only  1790  rosters  available  for  St.  Clair  on 
his  return  visit  to  Illinois  after  a  five  year  absence  were 
those  for  Kaskaskia  and  one  for  a  company  at  Cahokia. 
Manuscripts  indicate  that  by  1796,  all  rosters,  except  the 
one  for  Prairie  du  Rocher,  were  completed,  listing  a  total 
of  290  militiamen.  These  same  rosters,  revised  the 
following  year,  totaled  420,  including  43  from  Prairie  du 
Rocher.  Developed  five,  six,  and  seven  years  after  the 
fact,  these  records  of  enrollments  of  August  1 , 1 790,  can 
justifiably,  as  Jones  concluded,  be  considered  suspect. 

St.  Clair  accepted  and  approved  of  these  revised 
lists  without  question  and  confirmed  those  claimants 
eligible  "to  receive  a  donation  from  the  United  States. 

No  further  attempts  to  revise  company  rolls  are 
recorded  after  1 797.  Rosters  thereafter  were  no  longer 
relied  on  for  verifying  militia  claims.  Proof  of  enrollment 
from  then  on  depended  upon  evidence  supplied  by  the 
individual  filing  a  claim.  Winthrop  Sargent,  secretary  of 
the  territory,  appointed  William  St.  Clair,  John  Dumoulin, 
and  James  Piggot  "to  receive  Claims  for  his  Examina- 
tion."12  He  later  named  William  St.  Clair  Register  of  the 
Land  Office  for  St.  Clair  County  and  John  Edgar  Reg- 
ister for  Randolph  County. 13  In  his  last  year  as  Governor 
of  the  Northwest  Territory,  St.  Clair  approved  of  several 
previously  unlisted  militiamen. So  did  Harrison  shortly 
after  accepting  the  governship  of  the  Indiana  Territory. 15 
The  latter's  list  is  significant  in  that  it  introduces  mili- 
tiamen who  served  at  Peoria  in  1790. 

When  the  federal  land  office  was  established  at 
Kaskaskia  in  1804,  Illinois  residents,  formerly  inconven- 
ienced by  efforts  to  contact  the  governors  at  Cincinnati 
or  Vincennes,  and  reluctant  to  deal  with  appointed  rep- 
resentatives —  most  of  whom  were  known  land  spec- 
ulators —  beseiged  the  land  commissioners  with  claims 
of  all  types,  including  those  based  on  militia  service 
performed  fourteen  years  before.  Convinced  that  all 
prior  militia  lists  were  inadequate,  that  the  territorial  laws 
regarding  enlistments  were  never  fully  compiled  with, 
the  commissioners  formulated  a  new  policy.  "We  have," 
Jones  and  Backus  wrote  to  Congress  in  1809,  "in  de- 
fault of  proof  of  enrollment  been  satisfied  that  the  origi- 
nal claimant  was  at  this  period  [1790]  a  resident  of  the 
country  and  did  militia  duty."  Residency  rather  than 
enlistment  became  the  basic  criterion  for  militia  grant 
eligibility.16 

Many  new  names  now  appeared  as  militiamen.  The 


two  catagories  of  militia  claims  appearing  in  the  Ameri- 
can State  Papers  —  Claims  Confirmed  by  the  Gover- 
nors and  Claims  Affirmed  by  the  Boardi''  —  reflect  the 
application  of  the  new  policy.  Commissioners  work- 
sheets and  original  copies  of  the  published  reports, 
bound  in  several  volumes,  are  maintained  by  the  Illinois 
State  Archives. 

Other  changes  in  the  interpretation  of  the  congres- 
sional act  of  March  3,  1791,  produced  more  eligible 
militiamen.  The  Act  qualified  anyone  serving  in  the 
militia  for  the  100  acre  grant  "who  hath  not  obtained  any 
donation  from  the  United  States."  Both  the  governors 
and  the  board  restricted  'any'  to  signify  the  400  acre 
head  of  family  type  grant.  Improvement  and  so  called 
ancient  grants  were  no  longer  barriers  to  the  receipt  of 
the  militia  grant.  However,  the  announcement  by  the 
commissioners  that  "We  have  given  no  person  a  militia 
donation  who  has  received  a  donation  as  head  of  a 
family"  is  misleading. Several  heads  of  family  were 
actually  affirmed  for  the  100  acre  militia  grant.  But  an 
adjustment  was  made.  The  head  grant  was  reduced  to 
300  acres. 

Not  all  the  individuals  receiving  the  reduced  head 
donation  are  named  in  militia  lists.  Their  verification  as 
militiamen  lies  not  in  any  land  claim  or  land  grant  files, 
but  in  deed  records.20  The  extensive  traffic  in  the  sale  of 
claims  or  rights  to  grants2i  —  in  land  futures,  really  — 
mark  these  records  an  indispensible  source  for  re- 
searching land  problems  in  Illinois  as  far  back  as  259 
years  ago.  Besides  substantiating  the  militia  status  of 
the  missing  claimants  to  the  300  acre  head  grant,  over 
twenty  additional  militiamen,  not  otherwise  reported,  are 
on  record  as  having  sold  their  rights  to  the  100  acre 
donation. 

That  other  inhabitants  of  territorial  Illinois  also 
served  in  the  militia  in  1790  is  not  simply  a  matter  of 
conjecture.  Some  died  before  filing  their  claim,  some, 
like  many  of  their  neighbors,  disgusted  with  the  govern- 
ment's neglect  of  the  frontier,  crossed  to  the  Spanish 
side  of  the  Mississippi  River,  and  some,  mostly  French, 
unlike  the  many  land-hungry  Americans  who  had  but 
recently  arrived  in  their  villages,  were  satisfied  with  the 
amount  of  land  they  possessed  and  saw  no  reason  now, 
after  several  generations,  to  enlarge  their  holdings. 
There  were  also  those  who,  viewing  the  millions  of  acres 
of  unoccupied  land  surrounding  the  old  settlements, 
held  out  hope  of  receiving  much  larger  grants.  To  them 
the  effort  and  inconveniences  of  applying  for  a  mere  1 00 
acres  did  not  seem  worthwhile.  Finally,  those  wishing  to 
retain  the  full  400  acre  head  grant  found  no  point  in 
claiming  militia  service.  Who  and  how  many  militiamen 
fall  into  these  catagories  is  not  known.  No  official  docu- 
ment lists  their  names.  Only  in  individual  family  histories, 
perhaps,  is  their  status  as  a  militiaman  recorded. 
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The  large  number  of  militia  claims  rejected  by  the 
commissioners  had  little  impact  upon  militia  lists.22  A 
relatively  small  percentage  of  those  appearing  on  com- 
pany rosters  and  governors  lists  were  found  unaccept- 
able. In  most  instances,  a  subsequent  claimant  to  a 
militia  grant  and  not  the  militiaman  himself  was  rejected. 
Forgeries  were  not  uncommon  and  fraud  sometimes  is 
evidenced.  When  two  deeds  were  submitted  for  the 
same  militia  claim,  one  or  both  could  have  been  forged 
or  the  militiaman  himself  could  have  sold  his  claim  twice. 
Claims  for  fictitious  servicemen  and  claims  for  children 
less  than  ten  years  old  in  1790  are  included  among 
those  rejected. 

All  militiamen  appearing  on  the  attached  list  were 
residents  of  Illinois  in  1790.  Excluded  from  the  chart  are 
those  servicemen  enrolled  at  Vincennes  who  may  have 
been  residents  of  Illinois,  living  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Wabash  River,  directly  opposite  that  village.  Survey 
records  reveal  that  militia  grants  are  located  in  Craw- 
ford, Lawrence,  and  Wabash  counties  in  favor  of  Tous- 
saint  Dubois,  Joseph  Tougas,  John  Bain,  John  Small, 
Thomas  Rogers,  Abraham  Snapp,  and  Joseph  La- 
plante.23 

To  dispel  possible  confusion  with  other  militiamen 
serving  at  other  times  and  for  other  purposes  in  early 
Illinois  history,  those  listed  here  are  the  only  ones  in 
compliance  with  the  Act  of  Congress,  dated  March  3, 
1791 .  In  no  way  do  these  lists  claim  to  identify  the  men 
who  served  with  Clark  or  his  successors  in  the  Illinois 
County,  or  with  those  who  participated  in  the  war  of 
1812.  That  some  of  the  men  listed  here  served  with 
Clark,  fought  in  1812,  even  took  part  in  the  Revolution- 
ary and  Black  Hawk  wars  is  a  matter  of  record.  Their 
names  are  found  on  other  lists. 

Based  on  the  statements  in  the  opening  paragraph 
and  the  conditions  under  which  the  various  sources 
were  developed,  certain  conclusions  can  be  drawn: 

The  most  complete  directory  of  militiamen  serving 
on  August  1,  1790,  lies  in  a  combination  of  all  three 
major  sources,  supplemented  by  deed  records. 

The  militia,  from  its  inception  and  for  several  years 
thereafter,  existed  in  little  more  than  name  only. 
Twenty-two  years  were  required  to  construct  an  ac- 
ceptable roster  for  its  third  month  of  operation. 

The  deterioration  of  the  militia  and  the  exceedingly 
drawn-out  process  of  resolving  militia  claims  reflect  ad- 
versely on  Governor  St.  Clair's  attention  to  the  problems 
of  the  Illinois  frontier. 

Although  political  and  social  scientists,  economists, 
and  students  of  Illinois  territorial  history  or  that  of  United 
States  Government  may  find  no  more  than  an  occa- 
sional footnote  for  their  studies  in  this  report,  and  gen- 
ealogists discover  new  names  to  add  to  their  list  of 
Illinois  inhabitants  of  187  years  ago,  demographers  are 


faced  with  a  revision  of  the  greater  part  of  their  esti- 
mates on  population  —  size,  composition,  and  trends  — 
for  the  period.  The  addition  of  100  or  more  adult  males, 
mostly  family  men,  has  a  significant  impact  —  percent- 
agewise —  on  the  number  of  individuals  residing  on  the 
frontier  in  1790.  The  changing  balance  between  the  old 
French  settlers  and  the  newly  arrived  Americans  could 
require  reexamination  and  the  indication  that  twice  the 
number  of  militiamen  resided  at  Cahokia  than  at  Kas- 
kaskia,  long  recognized  as  the  largest  community  in  the 
Illinois  Country,  highlights  the  beginning  of  a  migration 
trend  significantly  important  to  warrant  further  investi- 
gation.

ttie  first  americans  to  settle  outside  the  american  bottom 

after  the  revolutionary  war 


Introduction 

With  the  recent  discovery  of  two  long-lost  manu- 
scripts in  the  National  Archives,  the  missing  chapter  on 
squatters^  and  the  role  they  played  in  the  territorial 
history  of  Illinois  can  now  be  written.  That  many  early 


settlers  occupied  land  to  which  they  held  neither  title  nor 
claim  has  generally  been  accepted,  being  fully 
documented  by  petition  after  petition  for  land  grants  or 
preemption  rights.  The  sites  they  selected,  who  they 
were,  the  extent  of  their  holdings,  the  percentage  of  the 
population  they  represented  and,  of  far  more  signifi- 
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cance,  the  contributions  they  made  to  the  orderly  growth 
and  developnrient  of  the  state  of  Illinois  has  never  been 
fully  recorded. 

Both  reports,  one  in  1808  and  the  other  in  1813,  on 
intruders  submitted  by  the  land  commissioners  at  Kas- 
kaskia  in  compliance  with  specific  Acts  of  Congress  had 
been  lost  for  over  140  years.  The  American  State 
Papers  of  1834,  while  including  squatter  reports  from 
land  districts,  omitted  those  from  Illinois.  And  Carter, 
able  to  locate  a  transmittal  letter  only,  released  the 
Territorial  Papers  of  Indiana  and  Illinois  a  century  later 
without  them. 

The  missing  reports,  published  here  for  the  first 
time,  are  in  response  to  the  provisions  of  the  following 
Acts  of  Congress: 

An  Act  to  prevent  settlements  being  made  on  lands 
ceded  to  the  United  States  until  authorized  by  law, 
March  3,  1807.2  The  report  lists  the  name,  location,  and 
application  of  each  settler  permitted  to  remain  on  gov- 
ernment land  occupied  prior  to  March  3,  1807. 

An  Act  giving  the  right  of  preemption  in  the  pur- 
chase of  lands  to  certain  settlers  in  the  Illinois  Territory, 
February  5,  1813?  This  report  lists  the  name  and  loca- 
tion of  each  settler  giving  notice  of  intent  —  and  a  small 
down-payment  —  to  purchase  the  government  land  he 
occupied,  improved  and  cultivated  before  February  5, 
1813. 


The  Origin  of  Squatters  in  Territorial  Illinois 

Even  before  the  Revolutionary  War  ended,  Ameri- 
cans from  the  east  and  south  began  migrating  to  Illinois. 
Those  who  came  after  the  state  of  Virginia  relinquished 
its  claims  to  the  Illinois  County  (1784)"  experienced 
problems  in  selecting  a  site  on  which  to  live  —  they  had 
little  or  no  choice.  Only  the  old  French  colonies  in  the 
Mississippi  Bottom  and  the  land  along  the  west  bank  of 
the  Wabash,  across  from  Vincennes,  were  available  for 
settlement.  The  rest  of  Illinois  —  by  proclamation,  by 
treaty,  by  ordinance,  and  by  military  mission  —  be- 
longed to  the  Indian. 5  Trespassers  were  not  welcome, 
and  dire  consequences  inflicted  by  the  Indians  were 
authorized.6 

Aside  from  legislative  barriers,  the  clashing  atti- 
tudes and  prejudices  of  the  French  and  Americans  had 
a  pronounced  impact  on  site  selection  during  the  first  20 
years  of  United  States  control  of  its  western  frontier. 

The  French  displayed  little  enthusiasm  in  welcom- 
ing the  Americans  to  their  settlements.  Faced  with  still 
another  change  in  their  government  —  the  third  new 
regime  in  less  than  1 9  years  —  some  of  them,  like  many 
of  their  friends  and  neighbors  had  done  when  the  British 
appeared  in  1765  and  the  Virginians  in  1778,  aban- 


doned their  life-long  holdings  for  a  new  beginning  in 
Missouri.  Not  a  few  found  in  the  devious  practices  of 
land-jobbers  and  the  apparent  lack  of  responsible  gov- 
ernment incentive  enough  to  accept  the  paltry  payment 
offered  for  their  property  and  they,  too,  retired  to  Span- 
ish Illinois. 

French  Illinois,  on  the  other  hand,  was  less  than  the 
promised  land  many  American  migrants  had  dreamed 
of.  Except  for  the  merchants  and  tradesman  among 
them,  who  quickly  established  themselves  in  the  leading 
villages  of  Cahokia  and  Kaskaskia,  those  who  came  to 
live  off  the  land  had  serious  misgivings.  Some  could  not 
afford  the  price  of  a  French  deed,  others  objected  to  the 
flood-prone  commonfields  and  others,  troubled  by  deep 
ethnic  and  religious  convictions,  simply  found  their  new 
surroundings  too  uncomfortable  for  permanent  settle- 
ment. They  looked  to  the  bluffs  and  the  vast  unpopu- 
lated prairies  beyond.  Perhaps  they  could  elude  the 
Indian  long  enough  for  St.  Clair  to  effect  a  treaty.  Many 
tried  just  that,  being  careful,  however,  to  remain  close  to 
the  French  settlements  or  in  small  clusters  for  protec- 
tion. 

For  19  years  conditions  remained  unchanged.  Fi- 
nally, in  1803,  the  Piankashaw  and  lllini  tribes  ceded 
their  rights  to  over  nine  million  acres  in  southern  Illinois. 
To  the  disappointment  of  settlers,  however,  this  newly 
acquired  land  was  not  for  sale.  Another  decade  would 
go  by  before  required  surveys  would  be  completed  and 
the  claims  to  land  grants  awarded  in  1791  would  be 
resolved.  In  the  meantime,  squatters,  their  number  rap- 
idly increasing  following  the  treaties,  were  now,  if  not 
welcome,  at  least  tolerated  or  ignored. 

Mindful  of  the  generous  land  grants  authorized 
Americans  who  came  to  Illinois  before  1783  and  to 
militiamen  in  1790,  intruders  sought  similar  donations  in 
1804  and  1805.  Petitions  signed  by  hundreds  of  settlers 
in  Randolph  and  St.  Clair  Counties  were  sent  to  Con- 
gress for  that  purpose.^  Congress  responded  by  passing 
the  Act  of  1807  to  which  the  missing  report  of  1808 
addresses  itself. 


The  Act  of  Congress  —  March  3,  1 807 

The  provisions  of  this  Act  are  simple  and  direct. 
Only  those  settlers  occupying  government  land  before 
March  3,  1807,  are  permitted  to  remain,  provided  per- 
mission is  applied  for  before  January  1,  1808.  And  any 
person  found  residing  on  public  land  without  permission 
after  that  date  will  be  driven  off,  fined,  or  imprisoned.  No 
grants,  however,  were  authorized. 

Passing  the  Senate  by  a  narrow  margin  of  1 7  to  1 5, 
the  Act  met  stiff  opposition  in  the  House.^  Representa- 
tive Josiah  Quincy  of  Massachusetts  questioned  its 
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legality,  citing  six  distinct  violations  of  the  constitution! 
Congressman  Nathan  Williams  found  the  bill  objection- 
able because  "it  destroyed  that  right  hitherto  considered 
sacred,  the  right  of  asserting  a  claim  to  property  —  a 
right  that  was  established  and  coeval  with  the  laws  of 
the  country.  Nothing,"  he  said,  "was  better  settled  than 
that  an  individual  who  claimed  a  right  to  a  piece  of 
property  had  a  right  to  take  possession  of  it,  and  hold  it 
till  deprived  by  process  of  law."  Andrew  Gregg  of  Penn- 
sylvania was  more  pragmatic.  "It  must  be  known  to 
every  one,"  he  announced,  "that  almost  innumberable 
persons  had  settled  down  on  the  public  lands  without 
meaning  to  pay  for  them.  Their  object  was  to  settle  down 
on  them  for  a  while,  to  sell  their  improvement,  and  then 
make  other  settlements."  Others  agreed.^ 

After  defeating  motions  to  postpone  and  amend  the 
bill,  the  House  passed  the  Act  by  a  vote  of  57  to  44. 

The  cover  letterio  by  the  register  of  the  Kaskaskia 
land  district  is  an  essential  part  of  the  report  on  squat- 
ters. In  it,  Michael  Jones  indicates  that,  in  addition  to  the 
400  intruders  listed,  another  200  or  more  were  residing 
on  government  land  without  authority,  182  of  them  ne- 
glecting to  apply  for  permission  and  another  43  arriving 
after  the  established  cutoff  date.  The  futility  of  en- 
forcing the  penalties,  recognized  in  the  House  debate 
and  by  other  land  commissioners,  was  also  predicted  by 
Jones. 

Defeated  in  their  requests  for  an  outright  grant  of 
the  land  they  settled  on,  the  intruders  again  took  to 
submitting  petitions  to  Congress. Only  now,  realizing 
that  the  time  was  near  for  the  sale  of  public  land  by  the 
government,  they  pleaded  for  preemption  rights  in  buy- 
ing the  land  on  which  they  had  built  their  cabins,  land 
which  they  improved,  cleared  and  cultivated  —  some  for 
as  long  as  twenty  years. 

"Unless  the  right  of  preemption  is  extended  to  us 
we  shall  be  objects  of  speculation  with  monied  men," 
inhabitants  of  St.  Clair  and  Randolph  Counties  wrote  in 
1808,  "and  altho  the  United  States  may  gain  a  few 
thousand  dollars,  your  petitioners  will  be  ruined,  and 
again  driven  to  the  woods."  In  their  letter  to  Congress  in 
1812  they  were  more  specific  in  stating  their  request. 
"We  pray  your  Honorable  body  that  a  Law  may  pass 
Giving  the  actual  settler  the  privilege  of  entering  the 
Quarter  Section  of  Land  including  his  improvement 
paying  to  the  United  States  the  stipulated  price  set  on 
their  lands  and  in  the  same  way  that  other  lands  that  are 
Entered  are  paid  for  and  that  when  a  settlement  has 
been  made  and  the  resident  from  in  ability  does  not 
enter  the  Quarter  Section  on  which  he  resided  and  it 
shall  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  that  the  purchaser 
shall  be  obliged  to  pay  the  settler  the  value  of  his 
improvement." 

The  argument  for  seeking  preemption  rights  is  the 


same  throughout  most  petitions  —  the  United  States 
benefited  from  their  occupation.  "Your  petitioners  acted 
in  the  double  capacity  of  cultivators  of  the  soil  and 
defenders  of  the  frontiers,"  and  again  "it  is  an  undeni- 
able fact  that  every  settlement  and  improvement  in  a 
new  frontier  Country  increases  the  demand  and  aug- 
ments the  value  of  the  surrounding  unimproved  lands." 

Other  areas  in  southern  Illinois  submitted  their  own 
petitions  from  preemption  or  actual  grants  of  land.12  As 
early  as  1808  inhabitants  of  the  Big  Creek  area  made 
their  requests  known  to  Congress.  As  more  settlers 
moved  north  of  the  American  Bottom  and  more  occu- 
pied the  land  bordering  the  Ohio  River,  residents  along 
Wood  River  and  in  Shawneetown  added  their  appeals 
for  assistance. 

The  Act  of  Congress  —  February  5,  1813 

When  Jeremiah  Morrow,  member  of  the  Public 
Lands  Committee,  under  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
notified  Congress  on  December  28,  1812,^'*  that  Illinois 
intruders  were  "entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  same  pro- 
visions which  had  been  made  for  settlers  in  the  Missis- 
sippi Territory,"  the  House  acted  promptly  and  sent  a 
preemption  bill  to  the  Senate  within  a  few  weeks.  The 
Senate  added  an  amendment  which  the  House  ac- 
cepted without  debate  on  February  5,  1813. 

Two  major  provisions  appear  in  the  bill: 

1 .  The  request  for  preemption  had  to  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  land  commissioners,  giving  evidence  of 
actual  occupation  and  improvement  before  February  5, 
1813. 

2.  Approval  of  the  request  permitted  applicants  to 
purchase  a  quarter-section  of  land  at  a  private  sale  to  be 
held  before  government  land  was  offered  to  the  general 
public.  A  down-payment  —  1/20th  of  the  purchase  price 
[two  dollars  an  acre]  —  was  required. 

The  second  of  the  two  long-lost  reports  identifies 
squatters  who  filed  evidence  in  support  of  preemption 
requests. 

Both  reports  on  squatters,  like  the  one  on  militia- 
men, apply  to  individuals  living  in  the  Kaskaskia  land 
district.  The  few  intruders  residing  along  the  Wabash, 
filing  for  permission  to  remain  on  government  land  at 
Vincennes,  are  not  included.  Omitted  from  the  reports, 
also,  are  settlers  living  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Ohio 
River  who  submitted  preemption  requests  to  the  Shaw- 
neetown land  office.  Although  established  in  1812,  the 
first  commissioners  were  not  appointed  to  this  second 
land  office  in  Illinois  until  April  25,  1814. 

Conclusion  and  Summary 

From  the  newly  discovered  manuscripts  and  from 
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related  published  materials  certain  conclusions  regard- 
ing the  development  of  Illinois  following  the  Revolution- 
ary War  appear  evident. 

1.  Of  the  thousands  of  Americans  migrating  to 
Illinois  between  1783  and  1813,  practically  all  settled 
outside  the  old  French  colonies  in  the  American  Bottom, 
despite  the  fact  that  neither  title  or  claim  could  be 
secured  or  established.  That  by  1807,  Americans  living 
on  the  prairies  outnumbered  the  French  along  the  Mis- 
sissippi River.  And  by  1807,  too,  squatters  outnumbered 
land-owners. 

2.  No  serious  attempts  were  made  to  drive  squat- 
ters, who  failed  to  apply  for  permission  to  remain  on 
government  land,  out  of  the  country.  From  the  1813 
report  it  appears  likely  that  many  of  those  seeking 
preemption  rights  arrived  after  1807. 

3.  True  to  Congressman  Andrew  Gregg's  con- 
cern, many  squatters,  after  receiving  permission  to  re- 
main on  government  land,  sold  their  rights  and  moved 
on. 

Aside  from  their  genealogical  value,  the  missing 
reports  are  especially  important  for  the  large  number  of 
firsthand  accounts  of  life  on  the  frontier.  While  history 
records  the  political  struggles  surrounding  the  division  of 
the  territory  and  the  War  of  1812  —  events  that  shook 
the  state  during  this  period  —  little  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  impact  of  these  events  on  the  settler  and  his 
reaction  to  them.  Until  now,  few,  if  any,  sources  — 
certainly  none  to  compare  in  scope  and  detail  to  the 
recently  found  reports  —  have  been  available.  Along 
with  references  to  violence  and  dangers,  to  forts  and 
block  houses  are  those  normally  associated  with  the 
poverty  and  hardships  of  frontier  survival.  Acres  culti- 
vated, vegetables  and  orchards  planted,  occupations 
engaged  in,  houses  built,  and  even  the  schoolhouse 
maintained  are  all  recorded. 

Historians  and  students  of  Illinois  will  find  in  these 
reports  new  and  valuable  source  material  for  tracing  the 
transition  from  the  Indian  and  French  colonial  culture  of 
two  hundred  years  ago  to  the  society  of  today.

Sir.  Herewith  you  will  receive  a  list  of  the  application  rece[ived]  and  permissions  given  in  conformity  with  the 
act  of  Congress — entitled  "An  act  to  prevent  settlements  being  made  on  lands  ce[ded]  to  the  United  States  until 
authorized  by  law".  It  will  be  seen  that  some  of  the  tracts  are  vaguely  discribed — Some  of  the  applicants  living  within 
that  tract  of  country  which  had  been  surveyed,  could  not  say  with  certainty,  what  Section  and  Township  covered 
their  settlements;  we  have  therefore  stated  in  those  cases  the  supposed  Township  and  section  within  which  they 
were  presumed  to  fall.  That  part  of  the  district  laying  north  of  the  Base-line  running  due  east  from  this  Village  to  the 
Wabash  was  not  surveyed  into  Townships  at  the  time  the  applications  were  received,  no  other  than  a  topographical 
discription  could  therefore  be  given  of  the  settlemen[ts]  lying  north  of  the  said  line. — You  will  please  to  observe  that 
no  permissions  have  been  granted  on  the  applications  innumerated  in  t[he]  aforesaid  list,  to  wit  N°s  346,  349,  357, 
360,  367,  369,  316,  310,  292,  293,  274,  405,  269,  249,  248,  380,  381  &  108.  the  law  seems  not  to  embrace  settlers 
of  this  discription;  they  having  taken  possession  after  the  3<^  of  Marc[h]  1807,  as  assignees  of  persons  in  possession 
on  and  before  that  day — 

I  have  not  yet  been  fully  informed  of  the  number  of  intruders  on  public  land  who  have  not  applied  for 
permissions — the  inclosed  list  will  however  afford  nearly  correct  information  of  the  number  within  the  district — Those 
who  live  above  the  base  line  may  have  Some  pretensions  of  claim — some  of  perhaps  all  of  whom  may  have 
purchased  conditionally  the  land  on  which  they  reside  of  some  of  the  claimants  who  may  have  entered  the  same 
with  the  Register  in  virtue  of  antient  title  and  possession,  or  located  militia  or  improvement  rights  under  the  acts  of 
congress — and  untill  the  survey  of  private  claims  are  completed  it  will  be  difficult  for  me  to  say  who  are,  and  who  are 
not,  intruders — Those  who  live  south  of  the  Base  line^"  may  all  (with  a  few  exceptions)  be  considered  as  intruders,

This  publication  of  the  1813  Preemption  report  is  an  exact  copy  of  the  original  manuscript.  No 
liberties  were  taken  with  spelling,  sentence  structure,  or  capitalization.  Only  the  names  have  been 
arranged  in  alphabetical  order  for  easy  reference. 

The  page  number  in  the  first  column  refers  to  the  original  manuscript  and  the  number  in  the 
third  column  is  that  assigned  by  the  commissioners. 

The  'reserved  tract',  frequently  mentioned  in  the  evidence,  is  that  area  within  the  Kaskaskia 
land  district  set  aside  for  the  location  of  land  grants.  It  consisted  of  several  counties  along  the 
Mississippi  River.  Preemption  rights,  by  a  special  ruling  requested  by  Representative  Bond,  were 
not  restricted  to  the  reserve  tract.
